THE KING OF TABLE WATERS, 



Constantinople, Nov. 13,— Ibis believed 
that the Powora will not take definite action 
against tho Porte until all the naval Bquad- 
rona aro assembled in (Turkish watorB, after 
tho British ambassador, Sir Philip Currie, 
has roturned after consulting with his gov- 
ernment, Nobody doubts that the timo for 
action is coming, and it seems only a ques- 
tion of a few days. 

According to official (Turkish advlooa tho 
Armenians of Zoitoun have, since oapturing 
the battalion of [Turkish troopB and practi- 
cilly obtaining Tsehoukovrhlssar, killed 35 
Mussulmans, pillaged a house at Dnnehel, 
carried off tho arms and cattle of the inhabi- 
tants of that neighborhood, and assassinated 
the aooretary of tho oolleotor of oustoma of 
that part of tho country. 

Tho Vali of Aden, situated some distanco 
from' Zoitoun, and nearer tho coaBte, tele- 
graphs that 200 Armenians, disguised aa 
Circassians, have attacked and plundored 
the Mussulman villages of Zeitunboli and 
Narl, killing a number of the inhabitants. 

Id is believed in some qunrtora that the 
number of Armenians killed during the re- 
cent masBaores, may como nearer 15,000 than 
10,000. It la admitted that there haa boen 
terrible bloodshed and that a largo part of 
the town was burned. 

According to freBh advlcea from Diar- 
boklr, tho Armoniana aro alone responsible 
for tho recent dhorders, which wore origin- 
ated solely by the rebels firing on the 
mosque and attacking the Muaeulmane. Tho 
fire waB started by Armenian incendiaries, 
as 90 por cent, of the Bbops destroyed and 
every article of merohandiae burned be- 
longed to the Mussulmans. 

"U.S. Admiral Self ridge has boen tele- 
graphed at Havro to proceod at oneo to Mar- 
seilles and fly his flag over the San Francis- 
co, relieving Admiral Kirkland, who will 
return home. Tho Marblohead ie at Mer- 
cine, a few hours' Ball from Alexandretta 
and the two vosBels will repreaent the 
American government in lurkiah waters. 

Beelin, Nov, 13. — A dispatoh to tho 
Cologne Gazetto from Constantinople aayo 
that alt the Armenian Christian teachers in 
the Trebiznnd and Erzeroum distriots have 
been kllli d. 

Washington, Nov. 13. — DirquietiBg 
rumorB regarding tho security of Christian 
teachers In Turkey botwoen Trebizond and 
Erzsroum were about the State department 
to-day, but the officials refused to allay tho 
popular apprehension. (There is ground for 
this belief that tho department had 
"beard from Minister Terrell to-day, and 
that hia advices, while showing that a 
perilous state of affairs confronts the 
American misslonadtB and teachers in that 
section, do not state that aotual murders 
havo been reported to him. The navy de- 
partment also has an officer aB near to the 
aoeno of the rumored troubles aa a warehip 
can get. Captain O'Neill, of the Marble 
head, had up to tho close of office hours 
made no report of a maBaacro, as ho would 
undoubtedly havo done had the news 
reached his ears. 

In tho present atato of affairs in Turkey, 
the navy department will not add to the 
strength of the U.S.squadron nowin Turkish 
watera, which will oonaiBt of tho San Frau 
cisco and Marblohead. It is folt that these 
two vessels are ample to proteob American 
residents in TurTiey, evon in the event of 
actual hostitities and to aBBemblo a Btrnng 
naval force there now might bo construed aB 
a joint participation by the United Statos in 
the demands whioh aro being made on tho 
Porte, whereas the U.S. government has no 
intention of becoming embroiled in any 
European complications. 

London, Nov. 13 —Tho Graphio this 
morning commenting on the article in tho 
North American Review supporting tho 
Monroe doctrine, sayB thab if the people of 
tho United States roilly oare one cont for 
these idoo-Spanish republics, whioh is doubt- 
ful, tho courBe of tho government is clear. 
They must formally undertake the duties of 
a protective power, or, better still, annex 
r.heso torritorioB altogether. England, tho 
Graphio conoludee, will havo little objection 
to either solution of existing difficulties. 

A dospatoh to tho Times from Melbourne 
says that owing to tho prolonged drought it 
is expooted tho wheat yield in Australia will 
barely supply local demands. Tho scarcity 
of pasturago will also groatly curtail the ex- 
ports of butter. 

At the mooting of tho Irish National Fed- 
eration onlled to expel Tim Hoaly from tho 
organization livoly scones aro reported to 
havo occurred but nothing that happened 
was allowed bo bocomo public, Justin Mc- 
Carthy only aaying at midnight thab ho 
might bo able to give a communication to 
the press lutor. 

Tho Constantinople correspondent of the 
Timoa aoya tho offecb of the moratorium on 
commoroial affairs dob boon anything bub 
bonofioial. It waa ea>entially an Imperial 
ordinance auggosted to tho Sultan by inter- 
ested parties aB a meaBuro calculated to 
calm publlo oxoitement and to insure 
His Mojoaty's aafoty. Tho Sultan 
had never before hoard of a 
moratorium, but tho Turkish fanoy 
quickly takea In any Idea ooncorning tho 
nonpaymonta of dobts, and tho Sultan wbb 
prompt to rool'/.e Ub soothing effoob. 

Captain Genoral Martinez do Uampos is 
now at hia hoa£quartors, the city of Santa 
Clara, laying oub a plan of campaign which 
ahould roault in a big engagement between 
tho Spanish troops and tho insurgents under 
Gomez It Ib thought probablo that this 
will bo tho deciBivo babble of the Cubat; war. 

Tho atatemont aboub Maximo Gomez, 
(who rooontly invaded fihe provinoo of Santa 
Clara from Puorto Principe) being routed is 
not true. Gomez haa not yet been attacked 
by tho Spanish forcoa.

BEHRING SEA COMPENSATION. 

Lord Salisbury Approves of Sir Julian 
Pnimcefote's Course In Presenting 
the Claims. 

London, Nov, 13. — The correapondence 
of the Britlah government with Sir Julian 
Pauneofote upon the question of the Behring 
soa compensation from May, 1894, to 
August, 1895, waa issued to-night. In the 
last letter dated Augusb 31 Lord Salisbury 
enolosed an extended memorandum setting 
forth aome of the points supporting the 
British claims. He writes Sir Julian 
Pauncofoto : " The arguments you advance 
to Bupporb our olaimB have the entire ap- 
proval and concurrence of the government. 
The attempb made by Senator John T. 
Morgan, of Alubama, chairman of the 
United Sbatea aonate oommltteo on foreign 
relations, to diepute them, B6em8 largely 
foundod on miaapprohoneion, and tho gov- 
ernment cannob doubt bhab when tho facta 
are placed beforo tho public of the United 
States tho liability of the United Statea to 
make oompensatior, which haa never been 
donied|by the government, will generally be 
recognized, both in and outside congress." 



CAPITAL NOTES, 



STARTLING TESTIMONY. 

Mrs. Smith, the Wife of Vancouver's Mur- 
derer, Gives Some Sensational Evidence 
—A Brute of a Husband. 

Vancouver, Nov. 13.— (Special)— Van- 
couver's sensational murder trial was in 
progress all day. The oonoluding evidence 
of Mra. Smith, wifo of the aooused, showed 
a shocking atato of affairs, and sensational 
atatemonta were frequent. She swore that 
her buaband compelled her to submit to a 
Mrs. Wylie sharing the marital couch on 
the penalty of doath. She was attached to 
tho murdered man ; he helped to keep her 
and hor husband and tho children. The 
witness said thab the murder had haunted 
her, bub she was afraid of being ahob if ahe 
did not keop her mouth ahut. She would 
havo gone off with any other man if she had 
thought he would bo better to her than 
Smith. 

Three children of the accused and Mrs. 
Smith then took tho stand and told of Mrs. 
Wylie ond their mother washing up the 
blood stalna on the floor after the murder, 
and swore to rather sensational conversa- 
tions about Benson between thoir mother 
and father whioh they had heard in the 
house. They heard groaniDg on the day of 
the murder. The caBe has been again ad- 
journed. 

BRITAIN AND THE U. S. 

Minister Bayard Deprecates Any Hi-Feeling 
Between the Two Great English 
Speaking Nations. 

Dundee, Scotland, Nov. 13.— U. S. Am- 
bassador Thomas F. Bayard was presented 
with' tho freodom of Dnndoe to-day by the 
civic authorltioa. In accepting, ho said no 
duty was bo agreeable to him aa repreaent- 
ing international oomiby between two greab 
olvilizod peoplea. Id time of peace they 
should do everything posaiblo for tho good 
of each other and do no more harm generally 
than Ib needed for their solf-respeob. He 
said thab he never had believed that Ameri- 
ca would ba Btrengthoned by any misfortune 
which might overtake the people of Great 
Britain. On the contrary, lb had been de- 
monstrated thab tho success of one nation 
depended upon tho success of tho other. He 
added thab he was in England as the repre- 
sentative of good faith, good-will and peace, 
and that he hoped to be able to prevent any 
ill-feeling springing up between the two 
great English speaking peoples.

Rnniorcd CabiHet Changes— Lieut Gov- 
ernor Dewdney Returning- to 
British. Columbia. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Nov. 13.— The cabinet to-day 
decided to subsidize tho winter steamship 
service of the Beaver line between St. John 
and Liverpool. The eontract stipulates that 
preforonco muat be given to freight from the 
Western provlncea and that rates must be 
aa low as from any port in tho United 
States. Each Bteamer must furnish space 
for live stoak equivalent to 400 head of 
cattle. 

Considerable cpeculation is still being in- 
dulged in in regard to tho political situation. 
If Hon. Mr. l),*ly acceptB a judgoshlp ib is 
likely thab hie portfolio will be assumed by 
Sir C. H. Tupper, whilo the portfolio of Jus- 
tice will go to Hon. W. R. Meredith. TbiB 
arrangement, it ia thought, would, so far as 
tho interior is concerned, be only tentative, 
aa when Hugh John Maodonald ia ready to 
accept a portfolio that particular one will be 
his. Before the dissolution there Ib likely 
to be a shnfllo of portfolios, and Sir C. H. 
Tupper will take charge of ono of the great 
aponding departments. 

Lieut. -Governor Dewdney left for British 
Columbia to day, having completed bis buBi- 
nees here.

Ottawa, Nov. 13 —Within 24 hours it is 
thought thoro will bo a small sized war in 
Lowe township, Ottawa county. Ib is 25 
miles from here, and tho farmers there, who 
are all Irish Bottlers, have not paid their 
taxes for years. This afternoon a tquad of 
mounted police from Quebec roaobed here 
and will leave for thab dlstriob to-night. 
They are armed to the teoch and oxpeob to 
meet a stubborn resistance in collecbing the 
taxes, which amount to thousands of dollars. 



ALASKAN NEWS. 

Official Keport From tho V. S. Collector of 
Customs at Sitka. 

Washington, Nov. 13. — Benjamin H. 
Moore, colleotor of customs at, Sitka, 
Alaska, has forwarded to tho Trea- 
sury department a report from depu- 
ty Collector MoNoir at Circle City, 
Alaska, which is situated on the Yukon 
rivor, aboub eighb miles above Birch arook, 
in which ho states that aftor talking with al- 
most every minor who has oome in from 
tho Birch creek mining district, ho is of bho 
opinion bhab bhe amounb of gold dusb and 
nuggots taken oub this summer will reaoh 
$400,000. The land, he says, flows with 
whiskey, ond aB many claim owners and 
most oi tho laborers are aliens 
a oompany of United Statos troops 
should bo stationed at Cirolo City. Tb'i 
town now has 125 dwellings, 15 saloone, 3 
stores, an opera house, etc, oto. An- 
other report from Deputy Colleotor 
Lano. at tho port of Kodak, saya 
that talk with returning miners confirms 
tho report that extensive mines havo boen 
discovered at the head of Cook's Inlob. 
None of them, howovor, havo bo far proved 
very rich in minora!, but will run from §10 
to §25 por day to the man. Ho rocom- 
monds thab a custom houso bo es- 
tablished at Tyonak and an inspector 
be placed at Gook's inlet. Assistant Secre- 
tary Hamlin said to-day that congress would 
be asked to authorize the Bonding of troops 
aB requested by Lano.

Clarke Wallace on arVarlety lof Topics— The 
Control of Liquor Licenses— A 
Prophecy. 

Toronto, Nov. 13.— (Special) —A special 
cable says : " It is expected the decision of 
the Privy Council in the matter cf Ontario's 
right to control the manufacture and traffic 
in liquors within the province will be pro- 
mulgated early noxbweok. 

Prof. J. W, Spencor says that in about 
4,000 years Hamilton will be no more. It 
will havo coaeed to exiab and over the spob 
where lb now stands will roll tho blue watorB 
of Like Ontario, even over the mountain 
which ia at preeent the ohiof pride and 
glory of tho ambitious oity. Ho says, how- 
ovor, that Toronto is Bafo. 

Clarko Wallace, speaking at a Conservative 
ward meeting at Toronto last night, said 
regarding tho Manitoba school quoation, as 
on all other racial or roligious questions, the 
Liberals had ono policy in Ontario and an- 
other in Quebec. The truth was the present 
Liberal leader was ignorant of what his 
policy was. Sir Richard Carbwright was 
consistently for freo trade, however, and 
would make the grass grow in the streets of 
this city purely in a spirit of revenge for tho 
defoot of 1878.

A committee was appolntod 
to intorvlow the Canadian Paoifio author- 
ities and endeavor to sooure a reduction on 
all the rail rates of freight, especially on 
grades of wheat and coarse grains. 

At tho Winnipeg aBsizoa to-day Mra. Mory 
O'Roilly waa found guilty of defamatory 
libel. Tho woman forwarded numerous let- 
ters to rospoatable Winnipeg ladies making 
most improper and blackmailing references 
to their husbands.

Tho prinoo waa 
a cousin of tho Mikado. Ho waa a lieuten- 
ant-general and oommandor-in-ohlef of tho 
Imperial body guard which wont to Xforrnoaa 
in May last. The oaueo of death ia not 
known.

STANLEY SMITH. 

Thu Well Known British Coliimbiii Explorer 
Found Drowned in the Jlalmalko 
River. 

Vancouver, Nov. 13.— (Special)-Stan- 
ley Smith, the well known British Columbia 
explorer, ia dead. Tho provincial govern- 
ment recently arranged to havo a searoh 
party of Indians look for Mr. Smith, who 
had been missing since July. Last Monday 
Chief Michel, of tho Halmalko tribe, found 
hia remains in the Halmalko river. Al- 
though ib ia probable that ho wes drowned 
as long ago as lust July tho remains wero in 
a fair state of preservation. In a diary 
found in ono of his pockots the discovery of 
several mineral claims waa recorded. Tho 
late Mr. Smith atorted from here In Juno 
last to oxplore tho Chilcotin coun- 
try, and was conveyed to Bute 
Inleb on bhe Stella, and now the 
captain of tho Stella haB performed the 
painful duty of taking tho unfortunate 
man's remaina back to hia friends In Van- 
couver. Mr. Smibh was a quiet man, of no 
protonBlona whatever, preferring to live 
alone in a cabin in the outskirts of tho olty 
than to sob himself up in bown as a pro- 
minent cibizen. He was a college-bred 
man, possessed of considerable means end 
had rioh parents living in the Eaeb. Al- 
though but 40 years of age bo had acquired 
a marvellous amount of useful knowledge, 
having lived for ten years practically alone 
with Nature and his books. In spite of hia 
lonely oxistonce he was so foil of humanity 
thab almost evory night in his libbie cabin 
on False orook ho presided as arbiter among 
the poor who could not afford to sooure the 
sorvicoa of a lawyer. 

He always atoadfaetly refused to recolye 
pay for hia sorvicos, his only aim being to 
do what was nearest his hand to ameliorate 
the Bufferlnga of needy humanity. Hia 
puree waB over open, and ho gave monoy as 
freely aa his valued odvlco. He had tho 
hoart Boorets and business aeoreta of hun- 
dreda of mon and women, but never be- 
trayed a confidence. In his calling aa an ex- 
plorer he opened up many now distriota and 
settlements. All who knew Stanley Smith 
hero, revered, respooted and admired him 
aa a man, while iu his public character as an 
explorer, tho provinoo loses tho valued 
assistance of ono whom ib will be almoBb im- 
possible to replaoe. Tho lato Mr. Smith, It 
ia supposed, was coming, down bhe Halmalko 
in hia oanoe when be was caughb In a log. 
jam, bhe canoe sank and bhe unfortunate 
man was drowned, tho body being kept In 
place by the logo. An inq.uosb was hold to- 
day by Coroner McGulgan and a vordiob of 
accidenbal drowning returned.

THE "BEATRICE'' ON TRIAL. 



Defence Insist That There Was No 
Infraction of the Behrinsr 
Sea Act. 



Evidence and Argument Concluded 
Yesterday-Judgment in the Shelby 
Case Friday. 

The oaae of the Crown against the 
schooner Beatrice wae tried yesterday in the 
Admiralty court, Chief Justioe Divie pre- 
siding. In opening for the Crown, Hon. C. 
E. Pooloy, Q C, stated that the reason for 
tho Belzo.ro was an infraotion of article 5 of 
the first schodule of tho Behring Sea Act, 
1894, the master of tho schooner having 
negleotod to entor in the offioial log bb re. 
queBtod by the Beotion tho number of seals, 
their box and the places whore they wore 
oapturod. For this roaaon the outter Rush 
aeizod tho echoono.: on August 20, and Bhe 
was subsequently handed overtoH.M.S. 
Pheasant and sent home under seizuro. 

Lieub. Ballinger, Bocond lieutenant of tho 
Rush, stated in the witness box that he had 
boarded the Beatrice on Aucunt 20 in lat. 
54" 54' 03" N. and long. 168" 31' 21" VV 
Ho found that tho olfiolal log had not boeD 
entered up since August 14. and that 64 
sealskins were by that log book shown to bo 
on tho vobbbI, whilo there wero roally 147 
skins on board. Ho reported to C*ptain 
Hooper, of tho Rush, this diaorepanoy, and 
the omission in tho log, and tho vessel was 
forthwith seizod. Capt. Olesen, of the B?a 
trice, had asked to bo allowed to mako tho 
entrieB after the witness had examined tho 
vessel, but witnoss had repliod that this 
could not be permitted. Tho witness had 
also examined the ship's log. He bellevod 
that a private account book had been pro- 
duced by the captain, but did not examine 
it, though the captain gave him to under- 
stand that it containod tho number of all the 
ekinB on board. Witness did not remember 
tho captain saying he was accustomed to en- 
ter the number of akins in tho log from the 
private bonk. 

Lieut. Von Boskerak, of the Rush, bIbo 
gave evidence, to the effect that he found 
147 skins on board tho Beatrice when she 
was boarded on August 20, and this closed 
the caeo for the Crown. 

Mr. E. V. Bodwell and Mr. G. H. Barn- 
hard, who appeared as counsel for the de- 
fence, called as their only witness the maBter 
of the Beatrice. 

In opening, Mr. Barnard argued that thoro 
had been no infraction of the Behring sea 
act. The captain of tbo Beatrioe wculd 
show why the information in regard to the 
skins had not been entered In the offioial 
log between August 14 and the time of the 
capture. The dofenco would also claim 
damages for seizure, and if the Court found 
damages should bo awarded, the defence 
would ask that it be made a matter of refer- 
ence. 

Louis O'enoo, captain of the Beatrice, 
Btated that during fine woather when the 
boata wero away from the schooner sealing, 
tho captain, mate and.oook only wore left on 
board to managotho vessel ; they made it a 
rule to follow up the boats and keep them 
in Bight. If tho weather was bad the cap 
tain had to bo on deok all day. He .entered 
the BealBkins on a piece of paper aa they 
were brought in by the hunters, and then 
entered the catch in his account book, which 
waa produo d in court. The entries were 
made in it from day to day. Ho pointed 
oud the entries which included August 
19, the skins numbering 147 altogether. 
[There were 55 seals taken on the 2(Kh, the 
diy tho veBsel was Beizod, tho total oatch bo- 
ing 202. Ab to tho official log he made the 
entries of skins in it as ho found convenient, 
when he was not working the vessel, and 
entered the poaitiona in it from the sbip'd 
log. The last entry of this kind in the 
offioial log waa August 14 Tho ship's" log 
was entered up to August 19. From the 
ship's log ho pointed out that tho weather 
from August 14 to 20 waB mostly cloudy, 
windy or foggy. From the state of the 
weatnor he hud to bs on deok all day. but 
wou'd havo made his entries in the official 
log the first fine day. Neither he, the 
ownerBnor the men oould have derived any 
benefit from tho ontrleB not being made. He 
had f old Linn tenant Ballinger when the ves- 
sel was boarded on the 20th August that he 
had the full number of skins in his account 
book and had produced tho book. If he had 
not boon seized he would have remained a 
month longer in Rehring Boa and his catch 
would, under ordinary circumstances, have 
been about 800 skins. He did not know 
that tho skins must bo entored in tho official 
log eeery day, as long aa they were correct- 
ly entered during the voyage. Tho Mer- 
chants' Shipping act required tho ship's log 
to be all onterod up at least twonty four 
honrB aftor arrival in port, and his liconso 
did not specify that tho Bealskins must bo 
entered oach day. 

This was all tho ovidenco, 

Mr. E V. Bodwell for tho defence argued 
that no olfonco had boon committed by the 
entry of tho sklnB not boing made in tho 
official log tho same day they wore taken. 
According to the MorohantB 1 Shipping oct 
entries muat be made in tho log an pnon 
after tholr occurronoe as poBsiblo, bu ; '\\<\ 
not specify that bucIi entries had to bu mud.? 
tho vory day. Ho quotod a large number of 
authorities to prove that tho words "as 
soon as possible " meant within a reasonable 
timo governed by tho circumstances of the 
caso. Tho objoot of the entries in the 
official log waa that tho d'il<r"nb govern- 
ments might havo a record of tho seals 
caught. Therefore a record made within a 
reasonable time would bo all that 
waa necessary. Thero could be no 
possible neooaaity for the entries to be mado 
day by day, providod the oaptain had an 
acourato record from which ho could enter 
them In tho offioial log within a reasonable 
timo. Evon If thero wore ftD oflonoo, the 
oc i providing thab tho ponal olauses of tho 
Merchant Shipping Act applied and made it 
only a penalty of a fine on the master. He 
also arguod that tho Beizuro was illegal and 
thereforo a oaso for damages. 

Tho Court held thi.t evon in tho event of 
tho aoizuro being irregular no case for dam 
aees oould bo brought against the naval 
officore. The mattor might be one for com- 
pensation if the Courb found in favor of the 
Bchoonor- 

Hon. Mr. Pooloy, in roply to Mr. Bod. 
woll, fully admittod thab the words "bb 
Eton as possible " moanb within a reasonable 
timo ; but ib had been shown that tho master 
had been quite able to mako his entries if he 
had wanted to do bo. Tho official log wbb a 
most Important document, and it was de- 
eirable thab the entries of tho oatohos to be 
perfeotly accurate should bo mado immedi- 
ately. Tho captain's neglect to make the 
entries wbb clearly an infraotion of the 
Behring soa aot and justified tho aoizuro. 

Tho Court rotervod judgmonb and inti- 
mated that tho judgment in the Shelby oobo 
would bo given on Friday morning.

THE BISHOP ON MIXED SCHOOLS. 

To the Editor: — I have mado ib a rule 
not )o auawer anonymous correspondents in 
local newspapers, and I could see no reason 
for making au exception In the caso of the 
letter to whioh you refer in your loading 
artiole to-day. Tho argument of tho writer 
would hold good if thoro were no wider olr- 
ole than that of the family; but "life can- 
be completed within the sheltered pre- 
cincts of tho home," and amongst other ne- 
cessities sohools arise. 

No one can be moro anxioua than I am to 
grasp tho working of tho school system in 
this province. I havo carefully abstained 
from going into the schools as a visitor and 
interrupting tho teaahers in their work, but 
I am moet willing to serve on any board of 
managers, and I can claim an apprenticeship 
of more than twenty years. 

I huvo not soon any report of the fow 
words whioh I said in tho Victoria theatre, 
but if you will allow mo a littlo space I will 
try and explain cloarly the position which I 
tako with regard to mixed schools. I hold 
that thero ib a vaat difference between town 
and couutry. In the " littlo red school- 
houBea " soattered over our thinly populated 
Dominion ib is evident that boys and girls 
must bo taught together. This system ob- 
tains in the old country, and bb tho in- 
dividual children aro under the oaro of the 
teachers, all may bo well. 

But, in a town, surely it will be allowed 
that things are different. In Southampton, 
the provincial town to which I referred, 
there were unhappily a few " mixed 
schools," bub they were admittod by Hor 
Majesty's inspectors and by popular opinion 
to bo " necessary evils." The idoa of open- 
ing a neiv " mixed school " would have been 
scouted. Nor wero wo epeolally prejudiced. 

Under the London school board nearly 
half a million children are educatod and the 
idea of opening a "mixed school" would 
not be tolerated for a moment. Thia was 
my point with regard to tolerably recent ac- 
tion in this city — whon new schools havo 
boen opened — in which boys and girls have 
been taught together. And it seemed to 
me a question which ought to be most care- 
fully uonHMffed by a body like the local 
Coui.Cil • f Women, who are virtually tho 
represontotlves of tho women workers in 
bno city. A full entry into tho hsrm of 
mixed sohrols in towns would not he pro- 
fitable in tho columns of a nowspa). r, and 
individual parents are unwilling to come for- 
ward publicly in the matter. 

My experionoe is not sufficient to justify 
me in »Dy attampt to analyze the Canadian 
character, but nob a few of my Canadian 
friends in this city have been loud and long 
in their complaints of "hoodlums."

If any 
Btroots should be improvod ucdor tho "Local 
Improvement system " a corresponding re- 
duction should bo mado in the general tax- 
ation, but aa thinga are now — incompetency 
rampant — no true or just idoa of tho killing 
offtct of a crushing taxation or a proper ap- 
preciation of tho comfort and rights of the

THE SEIZED SEALERS. 

We trust that those Amoricana who Baid 
and, we suppose, bsUeved that tho British 
Government actually abets Canadian 
violators of the Paris award engaged in 
killing seals, aro by this time convinced that 
they have misjudged and misrepresented the 
British authorities both in London and In 
Oitawa. Tbey see that the British sealers 
who are accmed of violating the Fjris 
award by tho commanders of American 
cruisers have been tried by a competent 
tribunal. The proceedings of the trials and 
the decision of the judge are published to be 
read by all who take an interesb in tho 
Behring Sea question. The cass of the 
Marvin, the only one soizod for killing seals 
unlawfully, was tried on Tueaday. We aro 
greatly mistakon if fair-minded and in- 
telligent Amerloans are not surprised 
that ao serious a stop aa seizing a ship should 
be taken on suoh Blight grounds. The Mar- 
vin was seized and her voyage interrupted 
blouse a hole iuone of over three hundred 
skiQd appeared as if it had been made with a 
shot cr a bullet. There was a descrepancy 
between the count of tho shells which tho 
Marvin had on board made by the collector 
at Copper Island and that mado by the offi- 
oars of tho Rush whon tho sohooner was 
se zed, but Captain Hooper, of the RuBh, 
said " that the discrepancy made no differ- 
ence—it was not on that account sho was 
seizsd." Besidoi, the officers of the Rush 
had ocular evldenoo that firearms were not 
used by the huntors of tho Marvin in kill- 
ing seals, for thore were neither arms nor 
ammunition in the boats that were out 
hunting when the vessel was searched. 
Wh.au thay returned with a catoh of 
forty seals, the officers were still on 
board the sealer. There is not a court in the 
world making the slightest pretensions to 
impartiality that would have condemnod the 
Marvin on Buch evidence. The Captain of 
the Rush when ho seized tho Marvin was 
reported to have said, when explanations 
were offorod with respect to the cartridges, 
that he waB not holding a court of inquiry. 
Surely he was expected to make some in- 
quiries before ho seized a vessel '! Common- 
Bease and oommon fairness rovoltattho idea 
of a man in his position Bubjacting tho 
owners and tho orow to vory serious loss and 
inconvenience on u mere suspicion. Tho 
holo In tho skin — evon if it woro a shot 
holo, which eoouiB to bo more than 
doubtful — is no Iproof that tho seal 
was killod by the shot or that tho crew of 
tho Marvin UBod firearms whon hunting 
seals. Tho presumption was all tho othor 
way. Captain livers, though it appears ho 
was not required by tho provisions of tho 
Award to do so, prosontod the arms and am- 
munition he had on board to the collootor at 
Coppor Island to bo sealed and counted. 
This was not tho aot of a man who intondod 
to use firearms surreptitiously. But it was 
the aot of a man who wanted to go into 
Behring Sea with his vessel and her equip- 
ment in such a oonditlon that tho moat aus- 
picious and exacting of patrol officers should 
havs no cauBO to find fault with him or to In- 
terfere with him in his voyage. Tho aetlon 
of tho authorities with regard to tho Marvin 
was prompt. No favor was shown hor cap- 
tain or hor owners. She was proceedod 
against In the way that tho law directs, and 
thore oannot bo the slighteat doubt that if 
the evidence had shown that hor captain or 
crow had boon guilty of any offence against 
the PariB Award tho condemnation would 
have been as sovoro as tho law directs, 



A REPUBLICAN TRIUMPH. 

Tho Republican newspapers of tho Unitod 
States are delighted with tho result of tho 
elections held on the 5th Inst. This is not 
to bo wendorod ot, for tho party of which 
they aro tho organs was vlotorloua all along 
the line. They not only piled up large 
mfjiritleB in bho Btatea known to be Repub- 
lican, but they won eleotlona In lUtea that 



havo been hitherto Democratic. The Re- 
publican candidates were returned in Mas- 
sachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Iowa; 
and they have also been victorious in New 
York, Now Jorsey, Maryland and Ken- 
tucky. 

There was a Democratic rovolt in 
Maryland. Both parties united in defeat- 
ing Gorman, whose treachery disgusted the 
Democrats and whose intolerance and in- 
solence caused him to be hated by the Re- 
publicans. It is questionable whether the 
Republicans will bo able to hold Maryland, 
for it 1b under ordinary circumstances 
thoroughly Democratic T!ao Ropublioans 
have also carried Utah. It goes into the 
Union a Republican State. 

Ono of the results of the elootions of Tues- 
day week will be to give tho Republicans 
the command of the Senate. They will 
havo a majority ovor Democrats and 
PopullBta combined. The Popi'lists were 
completely swamped in the late eleotion. 
They were hardly heard of. This, it ia bo- 
liovod, is the beginning of the ond of that 
very e< , <--" n trio party. Ib is also said by the 
knowing onos that the death knell of tho 
ourronoy agitation waa sounded ot the oleo- 
tlon. Tho peoplo had booomo tired of ib and 
wore bogging for a rest. 

But tho most important result of the eleo- 
tion in the eyes of tho Republicans ia that It 
makes them sure of electing their cindidato 
for the Presidency next yoar. It showed 
that the popular current waB still with them 
and that there is no chance of ita turning In 
an opposite dlreotion in so short a timo as 
twelve months. " The Republican current," 
says tho St. Louis Gloho-Domocrat, "may 
be retarded somewhat between thia time and 
November, 1896, bub it oannot bo arreeted. 
Tho laws of politioul dynamics permit this 
to bo predictod with tho utmost confidence " 

TURKEY IN TROUBLE. 

Tho Sultan ocoupios juot now a vory diffi- 
cult position. Ho can no longer doubt tho 
sincerity of the Powers that have boon ad- 
vising him to begin the refoririB that are bo 
urgently required in Armenia and in othor 
parts of bis empire whore Christiana form a 
considerable proportion of the population. 
Ha must, too, see what will be the conse- 
quence to himself and hie government if ho 
delays much longer the promised reform. 
The mediating PowerB cannot now recedo if 
they wore bo inclined. They have gone too 
far and there ia no indication that any of 
them ia In tho least diepoaod to take baok 
anything that it has Bald or to relax one of 
the terms that it has submitted to tho Sul- 
tan through ita representative. 

Thero are, no doubt, difficulties in tho 
Saltan's way which he finds it bard to at- 
tempt to surmount. His servants, from the 
highest to the lowest, are evidontly India- 
poaed to treat the Armenians fairly and 
humanely, and the Armeniana thomselvea 
have shown that it is not so very easy as It 
appears to mitigate their sufferingB. They 
do not act as a people out of whom tyranny 
has driven all spirit. In Constantinople and 
elsewhere they havo shown a determination 
to got evon with their oppressors, which, 
undor tho circumstances, is most Im- 
politic and most embarrassing to their 
friends. The Armeniana juat now should 
bo most careful not to give 
the Turks the slightest exouso for ill-treat- 
ing them. Instead of taking this course 
they have, whenever they havo had a fight- 
ing ohance, and evon whon they had none, 
risen against their oppressors and made what 
resistance they could. Their oonduct, lb 
can easily bo understood, has made the Sul- 
tan's task, If he Is really In earnest, all the 
moro dlffioult, for the Turka when their 
blood is up and their fanaticism roused are 
not easily dealt with even by tho Father of 
the Faithful. 

Those who profess to know something 
about tho political and aooial condition ol 
Turkey say that there la a party In the 
oountry that is by no moans friendly to 
bho Government These Mosloma aro dis- 
satisfied with the political methods of their 
rulere. They even go aa far as to aay that 
they aro worse off than the Christians. The 
Christians, thoy allege, when they are too 
cruelly oppressed, whon thoy aro ground 
down by tho exactions of tho Government, 
can appeal for protection to thoir fellow 
Christians in othor landB ; but thoy, thoy 
complain, have no refuge from tho severity 
and tho injustice nf tho Government— 
they have no ono to appoal to. Thoy 
must boar tho ills of thoir condition 
in silence or they will bo moro cruelly op- 
pressed. ThoBo mon aro ready for revolb 
when a good opportunity offers, and they 
aeom to think that auoh an opportunity la 
not far off. How much truth thoro may bo 
in these representations lb la Impoeaiblo to 
aay ; but lb la vory clear that tho Sultan la 
just now in a bad way. Some go eo far aa 
to aay that hie lifo is In danger. The 
assassination of a Sultan Ib ono of tho ways 
that the Turks havo of effecting a change of 
Government. 



BOODLINO IN FRANCE. 

It Booms that one of tho arts cultivated of 
late years in France ia the art of boodling, 
Tho Panama Canal rovelutiona ahowod that 
groat advances had been mado in tho art by 
mop of dlffoiont dogrooa, in tho Legislature 
and out of the Legislature. The ahamolesa 
and oruol way in which the people "woro 
robbed by thoso who undortook to boom that 
projooo will ovor bo a disgrace to Franco. 
Tho railway acandal that caused the collapso 
of tho late Government hoc boon little losa 
disgraceful. It appoara that a good many of 
tho boodlora woro too poworful or know too 
mnoh for tho Government to prooood against 
them. Tho majority of tho Chamber of 
Doputioa, Buepootlng thia, wero incensed, 
and with hardly a word of warning over- 
throw tho Government. 

Many yoars ago tho people of Franco wore, 
as far aa railway accommodation waa con- 
cerned, at the mercy of six great companies. 
Thoae formod an Immense monopoly, charg- 



ed what they pleased, and treated the publio 
In the ways that boBt suited their conven- 
ience. The people naturally resented this, 
and prevailed upon the Government to go 
into the business of building and operating 
railways. Times becoming hard and trade 
decreasing, tho new roads, uodor Govern- 
ment mauagement, did not pay. The old 
oompanios bought up a numbor of them, and 
after getting possession allowed thorn to go 
into disuse. 

In 1 HS:i the Government inaugurated a 
new railway policy. Ib entered into an 
agreement with tho cjmpanioB by which the 
state guaranteed them dividends aid re- 
quired them to e instruot now lines of road 
to the expenditure of 7,000,000.000 iranci, 
guaranteeing them a dlvidond. Hero was a 
ohanco for tho boodlore and they wero not 
slow in availing thomaolvea of it. Syndicates 
woro formod, railroads wore deliberately 
wreokod, and the Government bled to Batiafy 
tho greed of tho boodlera. It ia aaid that 
laat year tho Government paid on clearly 
manipulated aontrao'.a '234,000,000 franca or 
nearly $-17,000,000, and It Ib asked this 
year for §5:2.000,000 moro. " Meanwhile of 
course the earnings of the rood deolinod and 
when tho Government waa urged to break 
the aubaidy jontraat tho courts declared 
them perpetual.'' It looked out that sena- 
tors and members of the Chamber of Dapu 
ties wero interested in the contracts to a 
vory considerable oxtent, Accusations woro 
openly madu in the Chamber when tho ex- 
plosion came and there appeal 1 to bo only 
too many and too good grounds for them. 
We havo soon that aome ot tho 
stolen Panama .Cinal money was 
expanded in building the subsidized 
roads, bo that the acandal hoB become u very 
complicated ono. What the upshot of this 
bad budinoBB will bo no ono ob yet seems to 
have tho least idea. It has, bo far, killed a 
Government, and it will no doubt havo tho 
effect of destroying many reputations ; but 
whothor it will rcsulb in compelling French 
politicians of easy virtue to mend thoir ways 
and in nuking boodllng in tho legislature 
impossible is evidontly more than tho true 
patriots in Franco dare hope.

THE STATE BALL. 



A Magnificent and Brilliant Event in 
the Drill Hall Last 
Night. 



Governor- General and Lady Aberdeen 
Entertain Eight Hundred Guests 
in Princely Style. 

The only Buggastlon of anything warllko 
at the drill hall last night was the sight of 
two big aixty-four pounder guns, oni 
either aide of the splendid dais which atood 
at one end of the magnificent room in the 
drill hall that had boon proparod for tho 
state ball given last night by tho Governor- 
General and theCountoBa of Aberdeen. 

Ever since the invitations havo been out 
the moat olaborato 'preparations havo been 
going on to make tho ovent as porfecb as 
possible. For sovoral days a largo 
force of men has b;en buBy put- 
ting down a dancing floor, arranging 
the aupper room and other details, 
on a grand scale under the auporintendonoo 
of Mr. George Bishop, whilo tho adorning of 
the walls and ceiling with digs and bunting 
has been under tho very able chargo of Chief 
Veoman Yates, of H.M.S. Royal Arthur, 
who with a force ot bluejackets changed tho 
whole appearanoe of the place. 

One can well Imagine how Iovoly was tho 
scene proBonted of a lnllroom 110 feet long 
70 feet wide, enclosed in effective designs 
of digs of all nationa and with a delight- 
fully smooth and springy floor for danolng. 
No leas than 1,850 flagB were used In prepar- 
ing the hall. The galleries having been 
joined an the endB gave a promenade all 
around the hall, and from thorn one could 
look down on the brilliant aceno in the hall 
room or the suppor room — a spacious apart- 
ment, with eeata at tho tables for 230 people 
at once. Besides this the men's room of tho 
B C.B G A. had been turned into a 
buffet for tho occasion, and there 
were also card rooms and plenty of 
pleasant rosting places. The offioors' rooms 
wera transformed into a fine dressing room 
for the ladiea ; while the gentlemen's dress- 
ing room waa jnstto the right of the main 
entrance. The suppor room was extremely 
beautiful, the tables laid out temptingly and 
daintily, with fbwera everywhere. The 
aupperand buffet refroshmonts were providod 
from the Government House kitchen, under 
the superintendence of Mr. Aldridge, tho 
chef. Everything was perfect of its kind 
and on a large scale necessarily, for over 
S0O invitations had boen issued. 

The time set for the opening dance was 
9:30 aiid before that time guesta had gath 
ered in large numbera awaiting the arrival 
of the Vioe-Rogal party. It waa a wonder 
fully brilliant Bight — the ballroom thronged 
with beautifully dreeaed ladiea and the uoata 
of the oivllianB looking less pronounced 
owing to tho large admixture of army and 
navy men in uniform. The full band of the 
B.C.B.G.A. was stationed in a gallery just 
over the main entrance, and aa the Vice 
Regal party entered the room, the gucota 
stood back on either side to allow them 
passage way, and the band struck up the 
national anthem. 

Preceded by his aides the Governor-Gen 
eral walked up the room with the Countess 
of Aberdeen to the dais, Admiral Stephen 
son following with Mrs. Dewdney. After 
a short time the presentation of the guesta 
to the Governor-General and Countess oom 
manced, and instead of the sweeping court 
courtesy that the young ladies had been 
practising and priding themselves upon, in 
preparation for tho ordeal, the very sensible 
and kindly greeting of the Governor-General 
and the Countess of Aberdeen was a general 
hand shako and a welcoming smile to every 
gueat. 

By this time the room was beginning to 
till up fast, for though tho night waa vory 
rainy nobody made that an excuse for stay- 
ing away. The cabbios reaped a harvest 
and there was a continual lino of carriages 
at the Monzies street entrance. An awning 
had been built aoross tho aldowalk to the 
street eo that ladieB alighting from the car 
riagea had no chance to got wet ; besides a 
cinvas carpeting was spread to walk upon 
dry shod. 

At tho doors uniformed men of tho B C. 
B. G. A. wero stationod aa doorkeopers, and 
a very etholont aquad undor chargo of Sor- 
geant-Mojor Mulcahy readily and pleasantly 
directed the guests to the droaaing rooms 
and performed othor duties in looking aftor 
tho comfort of tho people. On each side a 
stalwart mombor of tho B.C.B.G.A. Btood 
all the evening, as a sort of guard. 

Then came the signal and the grab burs of 
the opening set of lancors wore hoard.

The 
galleries wore very convenient for 
people who did not oare to danoo 
to sit and watch tho gay throng bolow, 
gliding about in harmony with the mualo. 
The refreshment rooms upstairs wero vory 
convenient, and then on both Moors wore 
plent> of rooms whore pooplo could Bit and 
chat if they did not wlah to danco. 

The aupper wbb a delightful ono ; Mr. 
Turner, Hie Excellency's steward, aBaiatod 
by Mr. Brown, atoward of tho flagship, and 
a vory competent ataif had made the tables 
look very tomptlng, and tho suppor was a

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

Opening of the "Quadra" Inquiry - 
" Hope" Strikes a Run of 
Hard Luck. 



The 



An investigation into the oauao of the 
grounding of tho Dominion steamer Quadra 
on the 25tb of last month, waa yeaterday 
morning opened by Capt. Devoreux, super- 
intendent of the Esquimalt graving doak. 
Tho inquiry ia being held in the office of 
Captain Gaudin, agent of marine and fiaher- 
iee, and will probably last until late thia af- 
ternoon, aa tho evidonce of the two quarter- 
masters and two engineers of the ahip haa 
yet to bo token. Capt. Walbran was the 
first to givo evidence and hia testimony waa 
in effect what haa already appeared, that in 
the murky weather Chatham Point had been 
miataken for Cadboro Point, ono mile to the 
northward. When the mistake waa realized 
the courso of tho ahip waa altered for Baynea 
Sound. Soon afterwards kelp was noticed 
ahead, and though the course wbb again al- 
tered it waa too late to avoid accident, 
the ahip being borne along by the atrong 
prevailing ;current3. Richard Brimm, the 
Diaaovery island light keeper, atatod that 
the fog horn on Discovery island was blown 
throughout the wuole 24 hours of tho 25ch 
of October and that on tho previouB day It 
blew for 13 hnurB. He said the woather waa 
very foggy und amoky on the 25tb, and he 
had on y hoard the Quadra's whiatlo but 
once oo hab day, although Captain Wal- 
n iu. d Biated thab it blew many times.

She Hospitality of Albert Edward at Marl- 
borough House. 

The Priizco of Wales gives in tho 
course of tho season certain .special din- 
ners at Marlborough House, wlrioh i:i 
many essential respects differ from those 
which he attends at other people's 
houses. Tho gnests do not number more 
than 45 people, including the lndioa and 
gentlemen in attendance upon the prince 
and princess. When members of the 
royal family arrive at Marlborough 
House, at tiie outer Kate, the fact is at 
once signaled from tho lodge, so that tho 
Prince and Princess of Wales aro never 
taken by surprise, hut tiro in readiness 
to receive them. 

Tho dining room in which tho ban- 
quet is served is a magnificently deco- 
rated apartment, with a ceiling of white 
and gold. On tho wall on the left hand 
sido is a great square of red plush to set 
off tho presentations of plate "whiqh have 
been made to their royal highnesses dur- 
ing the recent years.

A very high centerpiece is 
filled with flowers, and more blossoms 
are placed in tall vases resembling speci- 
men glasses. 

Probably Marlborough House is tho 
only place in London in which the 
kuivos and forks aro laid so curiously. 
To eaeli guest two forks and no more 
aro provided, and thoso are placed prongs 
downward, reversing the usual method. 
In addition there is one largo tablespoon 
and one largo knife. In no circumstance 
are two knives permitted upon the tablo 
simultaneously, and for this rule a very 
strange reason is assigned. His royal 
highness is very superstitions, and on 
no account will ho incur tho risk of 
having knives crossed inadvertently. 
The wineglasses aro placed, by the bye, 
in a lino as straight as a company of 
soldiers, and the services aro simply fold- 
ed in two. Small water bottles aro used, 
but apparently linger bowls aro tabooed 
in Marlborough House. 

Dinner begins at (S :45 p. in. and lasts 
for one hour and ten minutes. Rapid 
service is insisted upon. Yet four or live 
waiters only are allowed to enter the 
dining room, which is, however, some 
distance from tho kitchen. Colerity and 
dispatch aro obtained by tho employ- 
ment of a small army of assistants sta- 
tioned behind tho scones. 

For dessert royal blue sovres is used, 
and when the time has como for coffee 
and cigars tho custom is onco during 
the year, and only once — the night of 
tho Derby dinner — to hand to each guest 
a silver lighter of unique design. No 
two lamps aro alike, as they have nt va- 
rious times been presented by different 
donors to the Prince of Wales, and each 
one has its history. — Ladies' Homo 
Journal.

Citric Acid. 

Enormous qnantitiesof citrio acid are 
used in calico printing, in pharmacy and 
in the preparation of artificial lemonade. 
About I 1 .!' ounces (o 70 grains) of pure 
citric acid dissolved in a pint of water 
gives a solution which has tho average 
acidity of guod lemon juice. When di- 
luted with several times its bulk of wa- 
ter, sweetened with sugar and scented 
with a single drop of essence of lemon, 
an artificial lemonade is cheaply pro- 
duced, which is much used as a cooling 
drink in fever hospitals. 

It has also been used in tho navy as a 
substitute for fresh lemon juice in tho 
treatment or prevention of scurvy, but 
has boon found much less ofiioiont. In 
fact, this artificial lemonade is by no 
means equal to that made from puro 
lemon juice, whether used at tablo or 
for invalids. In rheumatism or rheu- 
matic gout, the fresh juice of tho lemon 
is preferred on account of tho bicitrate 
of potash which it contains. Pare demon 
juice is also a valuable remedy in soro 
throat and diphtheria. Cases havo been 
recorded in which children have appar- 
ently been cured of this terrible diseaso 
by constantly sucking oranges or lemons. 

Pure citrio acid possesses, like some 
other acids, tho power of destroying the 
bad effects of polluted water used for 
drinking, but it is perhaps best to boil 
the water before adding a little citric 
arid to it. — Chambers' Journal.

Sources of Color. 
An interesting enumeration has boon 
made by somebody and published [in n 
technical journal of tho sources of color 
From this it appoars that the cochineal 
insects furnish the gorgeous carmine 
crimson, scarlet, carmine and purplo 
lakes ; tho cuttlefish gives sepia — that 
is, the inky fluid which tho fish dis- 
charges in order to render tho water 
opaque whan attacked ; tho Indian yol 
low comos from tho camel ; ivory chips 
produce the ivory black and boneblack 
tho exquisite prussian blue conies from 
fusing horse ho/)fs and other refuse ani 
mal matter with impure potassium car 
bonate; various lakes aro derived from 
roots, barks and gums ; blue black comes 
from tho charcoal of tho vino stock ; 
turkey red is made from tho madder 
plant, which grows in Hindustan ; the 
yellow sap of a Shun tree produces gam 
bogo; raw sienna is tho natural earth 
from tho neighborhood of Siena, Italy; 
raw umber is an earth found near Um 
bria and burned ; iudia ink is mado 
from burned camphor; mastic is made 
from the gum of tho mastic tree, which 
grows in the Grecian archipelago; bis- 
tor is tho soot of wood ashes; very little 
real ultramarine, obtained from the 
precious lapis lazuli, is found in the 
market ; the Chinese white is zinc, scar- 
let is iodido of mercury, and vermilion 
is from tho quicksilver oro cinnabar.

Ono of tho principal features of this wook'a 
business la the filing of orders for E Astern 
produots, particularly poultry and apples. 
Frozen meats of nearly all kinds were in 
strong demand last winter, and the result 
will, it is thought, bo increased competition 
(luring the coming Benson. Northwestern 
oheeso has been coming in freely of late, 
much more freoly than Eastern butter, tho 
movement In this dlreotion b3lng still rather 
slow. Frosh oggs eeem to be fixod at the 
50-cent mark until the holiday season, when 
a rise of ten cents per dozen may be looked 
for. Chilllwack apples are in evidence more 
than any other variety, and wero ic no! for 
these the fruit market would bo poorly 
stocked. It has, however, beon supple- 
mented during the last few days by the re- 
ceipts of pineapples and bananas on tho Aus- 
tralian Btoamer ; the last mentionod fruit le, 
however, very green and not over inviting.
